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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding independent claim 1 , applicant argues 
that the claims are characterized by a static conversion of a schema from the first into the second before applying the second schema to a 
structured document to be inspected. The Examiner would like to first point out the difference between characterizing a claim and 
interpreting a claim based upon the claim language. As presently claimed, the Examiner believes there is sufficient evidence within the art 
of an HTML document being a structured document. Also, the structure definition/structure definition element name, as presently claimed, 
fails to preclude the Examiner from utilizing the filter taught by Baumbartner to provide a modification or change in rules of the filter to then 
apply said modification/change to document structure definition. The reference further discloses a tree of elements written in HTML that 
are translated to XML based upon the utilization of filters/pattern recognition. A DTD or an XML schema can be created with the parent- 
pattern instances found within the reference. Finally, a user has the ability to alter the filters which would then alter the elements found 
within the HTML document. The alternative language found within the independent claims the Examiner needs to find one of the 
limitations mentioned. Therefore, the alterations made to the filters which would then alter the elements found within the HTML document, 
provide a sufficient description of "wherein said document structure alteration rule includes a replacement fule for setting a document 
structure definition element name that is to be replaced in accordance with an element name contained in a document structure definition 
targeted for applacation". 
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
